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Wasted Time 


The city council has a genius for wast- 
ing time. The skill it showed in running 
away from the National Housing Act 
should make it a strong competitor for the 
honor of having set up a new record in the 
clear evasion of civic duty. That act, 
which permits homes to be built at the un- 
precedented low interest rate of two per 
cent and with the federal government 
bearing ninety per cent of the total cost, 
was passed July 1. On Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 7, the finance committee at long 
last decided it might be wise to take some 
action to give Edmonton the benefit of 
this federal aid, the most generous ever 
made in the history of Canada. What was 
council doing all summer? Simply twid- 
dling its thumbs. 

Members of council cannot plead the 
pressure of other duties as an apology for 
their intolerable delay. Helping Edmon- 
ton profit from the Housing Act was the 
one major task facing them. By failing in 
that duty, they must not hope to escape 
the severe censure which neglect of plain 
responsibility always demands, 

The excuse they cite to palliate their 
grievous delay is even worse than their in- 
action. They have the audacity to take 
refuge in open and proclaimed ignorance. 
Our city fathers, to whom is entrusted 
the task of governing the city, admit that 
they did not have copies of the Housing 
Act until this week and did not understand 
its terms. Yet the act received emphatic 
and luminous publicity in the press; the 
explanations given were so clear that 
many contractors applied to council in the 
hope of benefitting from it; and other city 
councils, less palsied by fatal indecision 
than our own, moved swiftly and already 
hate laid plans for constructive civic 
housing programs. 

What results from the council’s shirk- 
ing of duty, it# slow dalliance between ac- 
tion and irresolution? Simply that a sum- 
mer has been wasted and consideration of 
housing plans begins in the fall, long after 
the best season for building has come and 
gone. 

At Wednesday’s committee meeting 
two architects said they were associated 
with a firm making designs for a $1,250,- 
000 housing program in Winnipeg. Evi- 
dently the council in that city had brains 
enough to understand the act or to get in- 
formation about it before September 7. 
What happened to the architects’ sugges- 
tion that an active program be instituted 
here? The only thing that could have hap- 
pened, in view of council’s waste of time. . 
Commissioners Hodgson and Gibb are re- 
ported to have said that council will have 
the whole winter to think about the plan, 
as it is too late now to do anything about 
it. Other proposals will also languish for 
lack of attention. 

The pity of it all is that the city has 
more than enough vacant lots of its own 
to make up its ten per cent contribution 
so that a vigorous housing program would 
have cost it virtually nothing. But the 
council showed a singularly shameful in- 
activity and so bungled the great oppor- 
tunity. 

Council members were a good deal 
more anxious a few months ago to get the 
Fortin plan for Edmonton at ruinous high 
interest rates of 4'., 5, 6 and 7 per cent. 
But when it came to getting a loan 
from the Dominion government at two per 
cent, they balked. 

Bondholders gratefully remember the 
generosity of council on the Fortin plan. 
Taxpayers also will remember its delay in 
dealing constructively with the challeng- 
ing opportunities presented by the Na- 

tional Housing Act. 


Lest We Forget 

Nineteen years ago today the Allied 
Powers imposed on Austria the dictated 
peace of St. Germain, It was a harsh set- 
tlement; so harsh, in fact, that the treaty 
did not come into effect until almost a year 
later. It broke up the nation and made 
Vienna a capital city in a country too poor 
to sustain it. Within a short time the very 
nations that made the pact repented of 
their folly and loaned Austria immense 
sums to keep it from sinking. 

Austria slowly came back to at least 
a tithe of its former gaiety and prosper- 
ity. But it still wanted economic co-opera- 
tion with Germany, The treaty of St. Ger- 
main forbade a customs union without the 
prior consent of the League of Nations. 
Three times in ten years that wholesome 
ideal of having the two Germanic coun- 


tries enjoy freer trade was denied by 
Geneva. 

At length, weakened by her wounds, 
inflamed by a sense of wrong, Austria fell 
into the hands of Hitler. Europe’s own 
folly sowed the seeds of the great disaster, 
Most Austrians wanted economic co-opera- 
tion with Germany, not political annexa- 
tion. They were denied the former. They 
had to accept the latter at the point of the 
sword. 

Rubbing an old sore is useless, All that 
need be said, in epitaph, is that Austria 
now is a memory, the gaiety of Vienna is 
a sad myth, and over the once proud peo- 
ple broods a tragedy whose unfolding 
grimness holds an apprehensive world in 
awe.

Your Health 


Many times, patients who write in for inform- 
ation on Bright's Disease or Nephritis are inter- 
ested in knowing what diet to follow. The fol- 
lowing general suggestions may be helpful. 

At the start, regardless of whether the case 
is acute or chronic, I advise the use of the fast 
consisting of feedings of fruit juices. The object 
in the beginning is to try to improve the work- 
ing power of the kidneys by supplying a diet 
easily digested, having little or no protein, and 
not containing salt. Fruit juice meets these re- 
quirements and may be continued for at least 
five days. The juices give the kidneys something 
of a rest which is of benefit. The patient takes 
the juice every two hours while he is awake, 
using one eight-ounce glass of juice each time. 
One daily enema must be taken and also one 
daily sponge or shower bath. 

It is usually advisable to have the patient 
drink distilled water in between the fruit juice 
feedings; however, this is something which must 
be watched in each case. Ordinarily, I do not 
find it necessary to limit the amount of water 
taken. In the more severe cases where the in- 
creased fluid intake produces swelling or dropsy, 
it may be a good plan to cut down on the water, 
or to omit it entirely. 

After the five days on fruit juice, the average 
patient may use the following regimen with 
benefit for four- days: Three times a day, make a 
meal on soup prepared by grinding together 
spinach, small carrots, celery and parsley. Cook 
together for two hours and use as much as de- 
sired at any one meal. In between the soup 
meals, continue to take distilled water. 

At the end of the four days, the urine should 
be tested. If there has been considerable im- 
provement over a previous testing, then the 
patient may start on a diet of solid foods. In the 
event that there has been little improvement, 
then the exclusive milk diet may be used for 
three or four weeks, taking an eight-ounce glass 
of milk exactly every hour and preceding each 
glass with half a teaspoonful of lemon juice. The 
milk should be slightly warmed and three to four 
quarts are to be taken each day. One daily enema 
while on the milk diet. 

’ Some patients will improve enough on the 
fast and the soup regimen so they will not need 
the milk. Others will find the milk of value. 
Those who omit the milk and those who use it 
will both follow the same general diet when 
they are ready to resume eating. This diet is as 
follows: Breakfast—One egg, three slices of 
Melba Toast, stewed fruit. Lunch—One or more 
cooked non-starchy vegetables and one large 
salad. Dinner—One-fourth of a pound of lean 
meat, or a corresponding amount of chicken or 
fish, a cooked non-starchy vegetable, salad of 
medium size, and dessert of gelatin or stewed 
fruit. Use as little salt as possible. 

The patient should omit the following: Peas, 
beans, asparagus, plums, prunes, cranberries, 
pepper, mustard, catsup, ginger ale, puddings 
and pastries. If starches are used at all, they 
must be used in moderation. For a few weeks, 
I find they are best omitted, with the exception 
of the Melba Toast already referred to. This is 
made from white bread, which is of course a 
starch, but by being thoroughly toasted it has 
become dextrinized and may be permitted. As 
a general rule, I suggest that coffee, tea and cocoa 
be avoided. 

A careful dieting regimen will do a great deal 
for these patients. This is a disease which yields 
readily in the milder cases to this diet treatment. 
It is possible that the disease may have progress- 
ed so far as to render complete recovery impos- 
sible, but even so, careful diet will prove of value 
in prolonging the life of the patient.

The New 
Commonwealth 
Editor, Bulletin: The grave de- 


terioration in the international situa- 
tion which has taken place within 
the last few years has undoubtedly 
been the cause of profound anxiety 
among millions of men and women 
throughout the British Empire. 
These feelings of anxiety are prob- 
ably most acutely felt by those 
whose understanding of the posi- 
tion compels them to reject as im- 
practicable such policies as isolation 
and ultra-pacifism. It is probably 
true to say that the vast majority 
of our compatriots, no matter in 
what quarter of the empire they 
may reside, recognize in the de- 
velopment of the collective system 
the only practical method of safe- 
guarding world peace and thus of 
ensuring the welfare and security 
of the British Commonwealth, They 
realize that only by the inaugura- 
tion of the reign of law and order 
in the international sphere can 
inter-State relationships be 
factorily regulated. They remain 
loyal to the fundamental principles 
enshrined in the League of Nations 
Covenant, Unfortunately, however, 
they are compelled to admit that so 
far the league has completely failed 
to fulfil the major functions which 
it was hoped it would be able to 
carry out, and this failure has given 
rise to a naturall tendency to dis- 
count the prospects of establishing 
an effective collective system. 

In the belief that this brief state- 
ment correctly interprets the feel- 
ings of the preponderating majority 
of British men and women, we ven- 
ture to direct attention to the ac- 
tivities of an organisation which, 
we submit, approaches the problem 
of world peace from a practical and 
constructive angle, The purpose of 
the New Commonwealth Society 
can be simply stated. The society 
advocates the development of the 
League of Nations from a mere de- 
bating society into an effective in- 
ternational authority. Its program is 
confined to two concrete proposals: 
(1) the submission of all disputes 
between nations, which cannot be 
settled by the processes of negotia- 
tion and conciliation, to the adjudi- 
cation of an impartial tribunal 
charged with the duty of pronounc- 
ing a decision in accordance with 
the principles of justice and equity; 
(2) the creation of an International 
Police Force to restrain aggression 
and, if need be, to enforce the de- 
cisions of the tribunal. Thus the 
New Commonwealth program con- 
tains provision for both peaceful 
change and collective security—the 
two essential requirements in any 
system of ordered government, 

Unfortunately space prevents in 
your columns a more detailed ex- 
position of these proposals. We 
should, however, be grateful if you 
would allow us to emphasize that 
the New Commonwealth Move- 
ment is already arOusing wide- 
spread interest. More than fifty 
different nationalities are repre- 
sented in its membership, and sec- 
tions of the society have been 
brought into existence in no less 
than sixteen countries. Considerable 
numbers of men and women, 
prominent in their respective 
Spheres, are co-operating in its edu- 
cational and research activities, and 
its programme has been endorsed 
by many important organizations 
Preparations are now being made 
to form groups of the society in the 
British dominions and colonies. We 
would, therefore, urge those of your 
readers who recognize in the pro- 
gramme of the New Commonwealth 
the only constructive means of es- 
tablishing the peace of the world on 
a sound and enduring basis, to com- 
municate with The General Secre- 
tary, The New Commonwealth, 
Thorney House, Smith Square, Lon- 
don, 8.W.1, 

To those who may feel that the 
proposals which we have so briefly 
outlined are Utopian and idealistic, 
we would point out that they re- 
present nothing more than the ap- 
plication in the realm of inter- 
State relationships of those prin- 
ciples upon which the peaceful de- 
velopment of every civilized na- 
tional community has been based. 
We submit that the future of every 
unit of the British Commonwealth

alone, we are confident that the

On This Date

On this date (Sept. 10) in 1864, 
the citizens of Halifax had their 
first view of statesmen from “Can- 
ada.” The conference at Charlotte- 
town at the first of the month hav- 
ing decided to shelve the question 
of a maritime union in order to con- 
sider the greater one of a union of 
all the British colonies in North 
America, the delegates from the 
Province of Canada were invited to 
visit both Halifax and Saint John 
before returning home. And Hali- 
fax, which had long dreamed of be- 
ing the gateway to a British coun- 
try which would stretch to the 
Pacific ocean, waxed warm in its 
welcome. 

Party lines were sunk for the 
occasion. Dr. Charles Tupper had 
|himself long preached unity, pre- 
sided at a banquet and made one 
of the most eloquent speeches of his 
career. The Nova Scotians were 
much impressed with the calibre of 
the delegates. The Scottish accents 
of both George Brown and John A. 
Macdonald sounded familiar to the 
citizens of “New Scotland.” Curi- 
ously enough, the date was the an- 
niversary of the day in 1621 when 
James I granted that immense trace 
of country to Sir William Alexan- 
der, who named it Nova Scotia. 
The Gallic-born words of George E. 
Cartier convinted the Haligonians 
that French Canda was both loyal 
to the crown and eager for a united 
country. And then to complete the 
pleasure, came the eloquent utter- 
that famed orator from 
Erin, Thomas d’Arcy McGee. The 
fact that both Cartier and McGee 
had at one time been in rebellion 
against the crown but added to 
their importance in the great task 
which was to be attempted. 

From Halifax the Canadians went 
on to Saint John. There, the Loyal- 
ist City was equally hospitable, and 
when the delegates left for home 
they took with them a conviction 
that the provinces by the sea were 
ready to join hands and make a 


greater Canada. The Canadians 
had, of course, to return home by 
way of Portland. It was not until 
1876 that travellers were able to 
proceed to Quebec over the Inter- 
colonial, one of the first fruits of 
Confederation, and urged by Lord 
Elgin as far back as 1848.
